DISNEY, DALI—AND DESTINO 


An interesting footnote to Disney 
history is a film that never was— 
Destino. Back in the mid-1940s, Walt 
Disney became intrigued by the work 
of surrealist painter Salvador Dali. 
Dali agreed to collaborate on a short 
film for the studio, a film based on a 
Mexican ballad song. Arriving at the 
Disney Studio, Dali was given an 
office with artists John Hench and 
Bob Cormack delegated to help him. 
Hench and Cormack matched Dali’s 
style as the trio turned out a long 
series of story sketches featuring 
Dali-esque drawings of ballerinas, baseball NUN bicycles, and bugs. But after 
several months of work Destino was shelved. Walt felt it could not stand alone as an 
animated short; moreover he was moving away from omnibus animated films such as 
Melody Time, of which Destino could have been a part. Today we can only speculate on

There are 24 frames per 
second in an animated film, 
but most cels (painted cellu- 
loids) containing characters 
are often held for two frames. 
If there are several characters 
in a scene, each may be 
painted on a different cel. 
These cels are placed over a 
watercolor background for 
photographing. A typical ani- 
mated short runs six to eight 
minutes in length. That equals 
4,500 to 12,000—or more— 
cels per cartoon.

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Road Trips 


COOL ADVENTURE: 
EXPLORING 
AMERICA’S CAVES 


Something there is in us 
that loves a cave. What 
fascinates? The dark? The 
mystery? Beyond mere geo- 
logy, there lies a true sense of 
adventure and intrigue. 

Yet caves are easily 
accessible to nearly everyone 
through any of the 80 guided 
tours available across the 
country. And touring a cavern 
makes for an exciting road-trip 
destination or side excursion. 
All you need is a jacket, 


comfortable shoes, and a few 
hours. 

For David Foster, the 
executive director of the 
American Cave Conservation 
Association, Inc., it’s the thrill 
of the unknown that makes 
caves so alluring. “Caves are 
incredibly interesting and 
beautiful places,” Foster says. 
“You never know what you'll 
find around the next bend.” 

Caves vary widely; many are 


: so unusual that they have no 


equal anywhere else on the 
planet. At Pennsylvania's 
Penn's Cave, visitors take a 
half-mile boat tour through 
tunnels, a tour which ends 

at an imposing lake. At 
Mammoth Cave National Park 
in Kentucky, 546 miles of 


passages and chambers 
intertwine. Carlsbad Caverns in 
southeastern New Mexico 
boasts some of the world's 
largest and most spectacular 
stalactites and stalagmites: 
colorful, crystallized mineral 
deposits. 

Cave visitors may view 
cathedral-high rooms, towering 
rock formations, delicate 
crystals, winding passageways, 
waterfalls, ponds, and 
streams—even wildlife such as 
bats, birds, and blind fish. 
Because most guided tours are 
conducted along well-lit 
walkways with handrails— 
some caverns even come 
equipped with elevators— 


children of any age can enjoy 


the activity. 

While some tours are along 
level pathways, other tours do 
involve stairs or ramps. Foster 
suggests that families start 
with a short tour, just to make 
sure younger children aren't 
frightened by the dark. Then 
opt for longer tours after 
everyone knows if they enjoy 
cave exploration. 

For those eager to graduate 
from guided tours to basic, 
simple spelunking, 40 caverns 
offer rental knee pads and 
lighted helmets so you can 
tackle more demanding caves. 
For example, Duncan Morrow, 


spokesperson for the National 
Park Service in Washington, 
D.C., points out that Lava Beds 


National Monument in 
Northern California has more 
than 200 lava caves with 
several available for a self- 
guided experience. 

Morrow urges families to 
remember that underground 
environments maintain a 
nearly constant temperature of 
60 degrees Fahrenheit. And 
because caverns are typically 
high in humidity, they are 
typically chilly. Summer 
vacationers who packed shorts 
and tank tops need to plan to 
dress for a cave climate. 

Most tour guides discuss the 
unique geological history of the 
cave you're visiting, talk about 
its discovery, and explain how 


the area was mapped and 
explored. National Park caves 
usually feature museum-like 
exhibits; some provide food 
service and gift shops. 

To Foster and other cavern 
lovers, caves are America's last 
frontier. "There aren't a lot of 
places on earth where people 
can explore the unknown 
without incredible amounts of 
money or expertise," Foster 
says. At the very least, your 
kids will love it.

KidsCooking: 
BUFFALO BURGERS 


There's something about a 
buffalo barbecue that 
intrigues, and kids—often even 
more than adults—are drawn 
to the idea. So says Ken Childs, 
past president of the American 
Buffalo Association and 
manager of the Star B Ranch in 
Ramona, California. 

While buffalo are best 
known by their long history as 
an important resource for 
Native Americans, they have 
recently become popular as a 
low-fat alternative to beef. 
Now available in supermarkets 
nationwide, and by mail order, 
over 600,000 pounds of 
buffalo meat are sold annually, 
says Childs. 

Buffalo meat contains only 
about 10% fat, as compared to 
most burger meat, which has a 
fat content ranging from 15 to 
22%. Buffalo has 25-30% 
fewer calories than beef and 
50% less cholesterol than 
chicken and fish. And bison are 
raised naturally on a diet of 
grasses and grains, without 
growth hormones or preventive 
antibiotics. 

To grill buffalo burgers, let 
the coals die down a bit until 
they're covered with a fine gray 
ash. If broiling them, move the 
rack farther away from the 
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heat than for beef. The lower 
fat content of bison meat 
makes it more susceptible to 
drying out than beef. Serve 
the burgers with buns and 
condiments, fresh fruit and a 
salad, and fries.—B.B.C.

Good For You: 
WHEN BUGS BITE 


Summer may mean freedom 
and fun, but it’s also the time 
of year when bugs bite. 

Dealing with insect bites can 
be distressing—especially for 
young children. And parents 
often wonder what the experts 
recommend for treatment. 

The best bet when it comes 
to bug bites? “Mount an 
aggressive prevention 


campaign," says Don Schiff, 
M.D., pediatrician and 
professor of pediatrics at the 
University of Colorado Health 
Science Center. Schiff says 
repellents are perfectly 
acceptable for use on kids, 
except for infants and children 
who have shown an allergic 
reaction to them. Parents can 
compare the diethyltoluamide 
(DEET) concentration in 
repellents, and opt for a 
stronger or weaker product, 
based on personal experience, 
the intensity of need for insect 
control, and personal 
preference. Some experts do 
suggest that parents avoid

If parents check their children 
carefully for tick attachment— 
and wash off any ticks or 
remove them with tweezers 
within 24 hours—the disease 
will not occur, he says. 

Some people are allergic to 
specific insects. If a child or an 
adult develops sudden difficulty 
in breathing, weakness, hives, 
itching all over the body, or 
extreme swelling near the eyes, 
lips, or elsewhere, seek 
immediate medical attention. 

Schiff says that most bug 
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children near areas where 
insects nest or congregate, 
areas such as garbage cans, 
stagnant pools of water, 
uncovered foods and sweets, 
orchards, and gardens when 
flowers are in bloom. If 
possible, dress children in 
long pants and a lightweight 
long-sleeved shirt to provide 
protection. Avoid scented 
soaps, perfumes, or hair 
sprays. Keep arms, feet, and 
legs covered when hiking.

GROWING UP IN WALES, a world away 
from:Hollywood, he made regular 
pilgrimages to the cinema.

“I was very 
difficult to work with and all my friends 
would ask, 'Why are you doing this to 
yourself?' | didn't know the answer." 

Yet Hopkins persevered, moving to 
| America, throwing himself into acting, and 

renouncing alcohol in 1975. His face soon 
gained familiarity with British and 
American television audiences alike as he 
appeared in made-for-television movies 
and miniseries ranging from All Creatures 
| Great and Small to The Mayflower, О.В. 
| VII, and The Hunchback of Notre Dame. In 
| 1989 Hopkins played Abel Magwitch in 
| The Disney Channel original miniseries 
Great Expectations. 

Like Sir Laurence Olivier, to whom he is 
often compared, Anthony Hopkins's film 
career has proved mixed. Yet experience 
polished and deepened his art. Beginning 
With such films as The Elephant Man and 
84 Charing Cross Road, Hopkins moved to 
the acme of the acting profession. Today, 
he is described as Olivier's heir. 

Of course there are honors other than 
Oscar: Last year Queen Elizabeth II made 
him Sir Anthony.
